Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Resolution—That this House is in favour of establish- 
ing a joint committee with the states of United States along the Ontario borders 
for purposes of discussing mutual problems. 
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30. Mr. Smith (Hamilton West)—Notice of Reasoned Amendment—That Bill 5, An 
Act to amend The Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto Act be NOT now 
read a second time but be referred back to the Government to have incorpo- 
rated therein the principles expressed in the resolution passed in this House 
November 16th, 1978, namely; that, the residential portions of Ward’s and 
Algonquin Islands now occupied by the Toronto Island homes be transferred 
back to the City of Toronto in order that the island residents be saved from 
eviction, and further that the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto be 
requested to take no further action to dispossess or evict any owners or tenants 
until the House has had a further opportunity to act on this Bill.

Further, That the government should provide sufficient fund- 
ing to the new property tax credit programme to ensure that an amount equal 
to the amount of school taxes is credited to average income homeowners and 
tenants, with more than 50% of total property taxes being credited to all below 
average income homeowners and tenants.

3. Responsibility for the provision of day care services should be transferred to 
a separate department of Early Childhood Care and Education within the 
Ministry of Education, and that an Inter-Ministry task force be established to 
examine this proposal. 4. The province be committed to provide funds for day 
care and assistance in implementation when 25 children within a school 
attendance area are in need of such services. 5. Day care funds be directed only 
to non-profit community-controlled child care centres and those operated by 
government. 6. Private home day care providers be registered as a condition of 
public funding, and where possible, private home day care be linked with 
neighbourhood group child care centres, and that Home care providers be 
offered training programmes and other support systems, and receive salaries 
and benefits commensurate with group care staff. 7. It be recognized that the 
standards existing in the present Day Nurseries’ Act are the minimum required 
for good care, and that sufficient staff be employed to enforce these standards. 
8. Persons with education and experience in the field of Early Childhood 
Education continue to be the primary staff in child care centres, and that 
salaries and benefits of day care workers be commensurate with other 
professional workers in education, nursing and social work. 9. Government 
operated child care centres institute a mechanism for parent/staff input and 
decision-making. 10. Publicly funded educational programmes be provided 
in languages of the community to increase public awareness of the goals, 
availability, operation and funding of day care services.

Mr. Isaacs—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
should consider the introduction of legislation that would make foreign 
students who earn income as teaching assistants at Ontario colleges and 
universities eligible for Ontario property tax and sales tax credits.

Algonquin Islands now occupied by the Toronto Island homes be transferred 
back to the City of Toronto in order that the island residents be saved from 
eviction, and further that the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto be 
requested to take no further action to dispossess or evict any owners or tenants 
until the House has had a further opportunity to act on this Bill.

33. Mr. Conway—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, the Government 
of Ontario establish a uniform demarcation line separating Northern from 
Southern Ontario and that such a demarcation line take into favourable 
consideration the northern conditions prevailing in the Provisional County of 
Haliburton and in the northerly part of the County of Renfrew.

facilities; 6. full payment of property taxes on provincial government property. 
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Further, That the government should make changes to the property tax system 
which would progressively remove the property tax burden from homeowners 
and tenants and which will ensure that the total property tax system move 
from its present unfair base to one which is related as closely as possible to 
ability-to-pay. Further, That the government should provide sufficient fund- 
ing to the new property tax credit programme to ensure that an amount equal 
to the amount of school taxes is credited to average income homeowners and 
tenants, with more than 50% of total property taxes being credited to all below 
average income homeowners and tenants. 


37. Mr. McClellan—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House the Government 
should provide that: 1. Access to universal (non-compulsory) tax-supported 
quality day care be recognized as an essential right of each child and family 
who needs it. 2. The day care system for Ontario provide care for children from 
infancy to age 12, based on the neighbourhood hub model, with provincial 
government funding available to neighbourhood centres to provide a full 
range and mix of services, including: (a) Group centres, principally in schools, 
but also in community centres, churches, libraries; (b) Private home day care, 
as set out in (6); (c) Part time care through group centres or drop-in facilities; 
(d) Emergency care for sick children, night care, and in-home care for the 
children of shift-workers; (e) Workplace day care where appropriate; 
(f) Integrated neighbourhood-based group care for special needs children. 
3. Responsibility for the provision of day care services should be transferred to 
a separate department of Early Childhood Care and Education within the 
Ministry of Education, and that an Inter-Ministry task force be established to 
examine this proposal. 4. The province be committed to provide funds for day 
care and assistance in implementation when 25 children within a school 
attendance area are in need of such services. 5. Day care funds be directed only 
to non-profit community-controlled child care centres and those operated by 
government. 6. Private home day care providers be registered as a condition of 
public funding, and where possible, private home day care be linked with 
neighbourhood group child care centres, and that Home care providers be 
offered training programmes and other support systems, and receive salaries 
and benefits commensurate with group care staff. 7. It be recognized that the 
standards existing in the present Day Nurseries’ Act are the minimum required 
for good care, and that sufficient staff be employed to enforce these standards. 
8. Persons with education and experience in the field of Early Childhood 
Education continue to be the primary staff in child care centres, and that 
salaries and benefits of day care workers be commensurate with other 
professional workers in education, nursing and social work. 9. Government 
operated child care centres institute a mechanism for parent/staff input and 
decision-making. 10. Publicly funded educational programmes be provided 
in languages of the community to increase public awareness of the goals, 
availability, operation and funding of day care services. 


38. Mr. Breaugh—Resolution—That, in keeping with the recommendation of the 
Select Committee on Constitutional Reform that personal contacts among 
Canadian legislators be encouraged as a means of facilitating constitutional 
change, this Assembly request Mr. Speaker, in his capacity as President of the 
Ontario Branch of the Commonwealth Parliamentary Association, to convene 
a conference of elected Members from all Canadian legislatures for the purpose 
of discussing constitutional reform; that the conference be held in early 
November, 1980 and that it have on its agenda the twelve items discussed at 
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the First Ministers’ meeting this past September; and that the delegates be 
selected from the Legislatures in the same ratio as each House determines its 
committees, to include Private Members from the Government and the 
Opposition parties. 


Mr. Breaugh—Resolution—That, under the auspices of the Ontario Branch of 
the Commonwealth Parliamentary Association, Mr. Speaker convene a joint 
meeting of the Legislatures of Ontario, Quebec and Alberta. 


Ms. Gigantes—Resolution—That the Government of Ontario establish 
immediate contact with the Government of Alberta for the purpose of 
developing an Ontario program for investing in Canadian-owned holdings of 
natural gas in the ground. The goals of this program should be threefold: 1. to 
purchase gas at reasonable prices for Ontario’s future use; 2. to provide a 
market and cash flow for small Canadian producers of natural gas; 3. to 
establish a co-operative relationship between the energy-producing province 
of Alberta and the energy-consuming province of Ontario which would have 
positive benefits not only in the area of energy, but also in terms of the broader 

- constitutional questions confronting Canada. 


Mr. Gaunt—Resolution—That this province should move forward immediately 
to implement a policy of co-generation, to make use of the waste by-product 
power from our nuclear plants and all thermal generating plants. To be 
debated on Thursday, December 11th, 1980.

Mr. Bounsall—Resolution—That this House urge the Government of Ontario to 
implement immediately in legislation as amendments to the Ontario Human 
Rights Code, all the recommendations contained in the Ontario Human Rights 
Commission Report—Life Together: A Report on Human Rights in Ontario— 
particularly inasmuch as it has now been three years since that report was 
received, and over five years since one Minister of Labour committed the 
Government to introducing amendments at the next session.

Mr. Johnston (Scarborough-West)—Resolution—That in the opinion of this 
House the Government of Ontario should facilitate the enumeration of electors 
of the French Language Advisory Committees to Boards of Education in 
Ontario, by adding the following questions to the enumeration notice this fall, 
in areas where such committees exist. 1. Etes-vous d’expression francaise/Are 
you French-Speaking. 2. Voulez-vous étre contribuable-électeur des écoles 
francaises/Do you wish to be supporter-elector of French schools. 


Mr. Isaacs—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
should consider the introduction of legislation that would make foreign 
students who earn income as teaching assistants at Ontario colleges and 
universities eligible for Ontario property tax and sales tax credits.

Mr. Smith (Hamilton West)—Notice of Reasoned Amendment—That Bill 5, An 
Act to amend The Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto Act be NOT now 
read a second time but be referred back to the Government to have incorpo- 
rated therein the principles expressed in the resolution passed in this House 
November 16th, 1978, namely; that, the residential portions of Ward’s and 
Algonquin Islands now occupied by the Toronto Island homes be transferred 
back to the City of Toronto in order that the island residents be saved from 
eviction, and further that the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto be 
requested to take no further action to dispossess or evict any owners or tenants 
until the House has had a further opportunity to act on this Bill. 


32. Mr. Stong—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, the Government of 
Ontario should review the Juries Act, 1974 with a view to: 1.

3. a new tax credit system based on principal residential property taxes paid 
and total family income, with cheques being mailed to homeowners and 
tenants for application against their annual property tax bills or rents which 
include property tax costs; 4. legislated revenue sharing with municipalities 
and school boards; 5. full property taxation for all underground mining 
facilities; 6. full payment of property taxes on provincial government property. 
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Further, That the government should make changes to the property tax system 
which would progressively remove the property tax burden from homeowners 
and tenants and which will ensure that the total property tax system move 
from its present unfair base to one which is related as closely as possible to 
ability-to-pay. Further, That the government should provide sufficient fund- 
ing to the new property tax credit programme to ensure that an amount equal 
to the amount of school taxes is credited to average income homeowners and 
tenants, with more than 50% of total property taxes being credited to all below 
average income homeowners and tenants. 


37. Mr. McClellan—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House the Government 
should provide that: 1. Access to universal (non-compulsory) tax-supported 
quality day care be recognized as an essential right of each child and family 
who needs it. 2. The day care system for Ontario provide care for children from 
infancy to age 12, based on the neighbourhood hub model, with provincial 
government funding available to neighbourhood centres to provide a full 
range and mix of services, including: (a) Group centres, principally in schools, 
but also in community centres, churches, libraries; (b) Private home day care, 
as set out in (6); (c) Part time care through group centres or drop-in facilities; 
(d) Emergency care for sick children, night care, and in-home care for the 
children of shift-workers; (e) Workplace day care where appropriate; 
(f) Integrated neighbourhood-based group care for special needs children. 
3. Responsibility for the provision of day care services should be transferred to 
a separate department of Early Childhood Care and Education within the 
Ministry of Education, and that an Inter-Ministry task force be established to 
examine this proposal. 4. The province be committed to provide funds for day 
care and assistance in implementation when 25 children within a school 
attendance area are in need of such services. 5. Day care funds be directed only 
to non-profit community-controlled child care centres and those operated by 
government. 6. Private home day care providers be registered as a condition of 
public funding, and where possible, private home day care be linked with 
neighbourhood group child care centres, and that Home care providers be 
offered training programmes and other support systems, and receive salaries 
and benefits commensurate with group care staff. 7. It be recognized that the 
standards existing in the present Day Nurseries’ Act are the minimum required 
for good care, and that sufficient staff be employed to enforce these standards. 
8. Persons with education and experience in the field of Early Childhood 
Education continue to be the primary staff in child care centres, and that 
salaries and benefits of day care workers be commensurate with other 
professional workers in education, nursing and social work. 9. Government 
operated child care centres institute a mechanism for parent/staff input and 
decision-making. 10. Publicly funded educational programmes be provided 
in languages of the community to increase public awareness of the goals, 
availability, operation and funding of day care services. 


38. Mr. Breaugh—Resolution—That, in keeping with the recommendation of the 
Select Committee on Constitutional Reform that personal contacts among 
Canadian legislators be encouraged as a means of facilitating constitutional 
change, this Assembly request Mr. Speaker, in his capacity as President of the 
Ontario Branch of the Commonwealth Parliamentary Association, to convene 
a conference of elected Members from all Canadian legislatures for the purpose 
of discussing constitutional reform; that the conference be held in early 
November, 1980 and that it have on its agenda the twelve items discussed at 
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the First Ministers’ meeting this past September; and that the delegates be 
selected from the Legislatures in the same ratio as each House determines its 
committees, to include Private Members from the Government and the 
Opposition parties. 


Mr. Breaugh—Resolution—That, under the auspices of the Ontario Branch of 
the Commonwealth Parliamentary Association, Mr. Speaker convene a joint 
meeting of the Legislatures of Ontario, Quebec and Alberta. 


Ms. Gigantes—Resolution—That the Government of Ontario establish 
immediate contact with the Government of Alberta for the purpose of 
developing an Ontario program for investing in Canadian-owned holdings of 
natural gas in the ground. The goals of this program should be threefold: 1. to 
purchase gas at reasonable prices for Ontario’s future use; 2. to provide a 
market and cash flow for small Canadian producers of natural gas; 3. to 
establish a co-operative relationship between the energy-producing province 
of Alberta and the energy-consuming province of Ontario which would have 
positive benefits not only in the area of energy, but also in terms of the broader 
constitutional questions confronting Canada.
